STMIOU BOLIVAR. 


This celebrated defender of South Ameri- 


can Independence was born at Carraccas, in | 
| 1735, and is of a noble and extremely rich 
| family. 


Ile was sent at an early period to 
Spain to be educated, and when he had com- 
pleted his studies, he went to Paris, where 
he was much noticed for his talent and learn- 
ing, in all the best societies of the capital— 
In Paris he was a constant attendant on all 
public lectures. He contracted an intimacy 
wth Humboldt and Boupland, travelled with 
them for some time, and success: cly visited 
England, Italy, Switzerland, and a large part 
of Germany, to make himself acquainted with 
their customs and the character of man. 
turning to Venezuela, he was appointed a 
Col. in the service of the newly established 
republie,.and was sent to London on an im. 
portant Mission, the expense of which he 
himself defrayed. When Bolivar came back, 
Miranda gave him the command at Puerto 
Cabello, but the Spanish prisoners having 
risen and seized the fort, Bol var was obliged 
to evacuate the town, and proceed by sea to 
Carraccas. ; 

After Miranda had capitulated with Monte- 
verde, and resistance seemed to be at an end 
in Venezuela, Bolivar retired to Curacoa, 
where he formed a connexion with Brion, by 
which he procured maritime co-operation.— 
He then offered his services to the Congress 


of New Grenada, and they were accepted.— | 
S ' 


Finding that the Venezuelis were disposed 


once more to throw off the Spanish yoke, he | 
obtained from Congress a body of six hun- | 


dred men, with which, in 1813, he penetrat- 
ed across the Andes, into Venezuela, and af- 


ter several sanguinary actions, succeeded in! 


wresting from the enemy the whole of that 
province, excep'ing the ports of La Guira 
and Porto Cabello, in the latter of which 
Monteverde defended himself with the most 
obstinate determination, It was in this cam 


paign that the guerra a muerte, or cxtermina- | 


tory war began, in consequence of the Spa- 
niards having put to death some of their pri- 
soners. 
have been annililated, had not Monteverde 


contrived to arm the slaves, and thus to spread | 
extent of the | 


insurrection over the whole 
country. Boves, Puy, Palco, and others, 
were at the head of these auxiliaries to the 
Spaniards, The whale country was ravaged 
with fire and sword—Bolivar, who had been 
declared dictator of Venezuela, now marched 
against these enemies, overthrew them in 
some encounters, and would probably have 
destroyed them had he not divided his army, 
and suttered hunself to be surprised by Boves, 


who defeated him in a decisive engagement. | 


The consequence was, distrust and disunion 
among the republicans, and the complete tri- 
umph of the Royalists, who showed no mer- 
cy to their antagonists. Bolivar again retired 


to New Grenada, and served two years under | 


the banners of the Congress. 


When the Spanish troops, under Morillo, | 


reached the South American coast, in 1815, 
Bolivar threw himself into Carthagena, which 
he defended for a long time, till resistance 
became hopeless. He then mace his way 
with part of his army through the beseigers, 
and retired to St. Domingo. Carthagena 
surrendered to the Spaniards in December, 
1815, and by June, 1816, Morillo had reduced 
not only the Carraccas, but also New Grena- 
da, the capital of the latter province having 
falten into his hands. 

The spirit of resistance, however, was not 
destroyed. Arismendi drove the Spaniards 
from the Island of Margarito, and Bolivar ar- 
rived there with his forces, which he had re. 
cruited at Auxcaycs, and was soon joined by 
Brion. 
Carraccas and New Grenada, Bolivar and Bri- 
on ascended the Orinoco, and made thein- 


selves masters of Angostura, the capital of 


Spanish Guyana. There Bolivar increased 
his strength by means of volunteers from 
Europe, and prepared to commence another 
struggle with Morillo. In 1817, he ascended 
the river Apure, and penetrated into Carrac- 
cas, a3 txt as Calabozo, but after several hard 
fought battles, he was worsted in a contest 
near Ortin, and compelled to return to An- 
ura. 

Undismayed by these reverses, Bolivar 
changed his plan, and resolved to begin the 
conquest of New Grenada; an operation 
whieh was likely to succeed, a8 the enemy 
did not e to be attacked in that quarter.

Morille in vain endeavored to stop 
his progress. _ The country under his authori- 
ty was gradually wrested from him by succes- 
sive defeats and defections, and towards the 
close of 1820, he concluded an armistice with 
Bolivar, in order to afford time to negociate a 
treaty between the South Americans and the 
government of Spain. That armistice still 
subsists ; and it is probable that the indepen- 
dence of Venezuela will eventually be ac- 
knowledged. Thus after a struggle of eleven 
years, the valor and perseverance of Bolivar 
will be crowned with success, and he will in- 
disputably have a claim to the title which was 
long ago given to him, of “the Liberator of 
his country.”

hut. A circumstance something similar in 
its nature, but more fatal in the result, occur- 
red about fifteen years since, on an uninhabit- 
ed island in the South Seas. A ship was 
wrecked, and onty two individuals escaped ; 
one of them an African, the other an English- 
man, still living, at present an officer in the 
royal navy, and employed in a situation of 
considerable scientific importance, These 
two lived tolerably comfortable for the first 
twelve months; but shortly after this, being 
engaged in bunting, the African fell from a 
great height and was literally dashed to pie- 
ces. We have heard this narration from the 
lips of the survivor, who remained a consid- 
erable time after this melancholy event, on 
the island, lonely and sad, till happily reliev- 
ed by the casual arrival of a whaler. But, to 
return to Sclkirk. He had kept a regular 
account of the number of goats he had killed, 
which amounted to 500 ; he had caught many 
more, marked them on the ear, and then re- 
stored them to liberty. ‘The insipidness of 
his meals without bread and salt, was at first 
a great inconvenience, but Dampier having, 
in a former voyage, sowed some turnips, they 
now produced very abundantly, spreading 
over several acres of ground: he had also a 
plentiful supply of cabbage, from the cabbage 
palm; and these being well seasoned, with 
the fruit of the pimento, soon gave a relish to 
his food. His clothes and shoes were speedi- 
ly worn out. To remedy the first effect, he 
made a coat and cap of goat skins, and shirts 
from linén he had with him, using a nail by 


ed stocking for thread ; but he was compell- 
ed to go with bare feet, and the soles got, in 
time, so hard as to enable him to ascend the 
sharp rocks without material inconvenience. 
During his confinement, he had seen several 
ships pass the island; but only two, which 


preferred the risk of dying unheeded and 
alone, to surrendering himself into their pow- 
er ; dreading that they would either put him 
to death or send him as a slave to the mines. 
The Spaniards, however, discovered, pursu- 
ed and shot at him: but he escaped by climb- 
ng a thick tree, at the foot of which several 
of them stopped. ‘This_extraordimary man 
was well known to Dampier; but on his first 
céming on beard, had so forgotten his lan- 
guage that he could scarcely understand him. 
He only articulated half the syllables of most 
words that he uttered, Some liquor was of- 
fered him which he refused, having been so 
long accustomed to water, He was received 
on board of the Duke, and afterwards served 
as a mate in that ship, during the voyage, be- 
ing then about thirty yearsof age. he Duke 
returned to England at the beginning, of Oc- 
tober, 1710, and the profits of this voyage 
were estimated at 170,000.

Daily Advertiser, dated London, May 8th, 1825. 
Liverpool is a beautiful town. The docks 
are wonderful indeed, particularly the new 
dock.

A pamphlet just published, of about fifty 
pages, «entitled * A Narrative of the ship- 
wreck of the brig Betsey, of Wiscasset, aud 
murder of five of the crew, by pirates, on Ure 
coast of Cuba, Dec. 1824,” discloses scenes

It is well 
written; and as it is published for the benefit 
of an untoriunate seaman, it is hoped it will 
A short extract be- 
low, gives an account of the murder of the 
writer’s Companions. 

“The seven pirates and four fishermen, a& 
before, now proceeded with us towards the 


men to each canve, bauling us along, and the 
pirates walking by the side of us, oue to each 
of our crew, torturing us all the way by draw- 
ing their kuives across our throats, grasping 
the same, and pushing us back under the wa- 
ter which had been taken in by rocking the 
canoes. While some of us were in the most 
humiliating manner, beseeching of them to 
spare our lives, and others, with uplifted eyes, 
were again supplicating that Divine mercy 
which preserved them from the fury of the 
elements, they were singing and laughing, 
and occasionally telling us in broken English, 
that * Americans were very good B@et tor 
their knives.’ ‘Thus they proceeded with us 
nearly a mile from the vessel, which we were 
now losing sight of by doubling a point at the 
entrance of the cove before described; and 
Wien within a few rods of its hcad, where we 
had before seen the human bones, the canocs 
were haulea abreast of each other, from 12 
to 20 feet apart, preparatory to our execu- 
uion. 

The stillness of death was now around us— 
tor the very flood-gates of teeling had been 
burst asunder, and exhausted prices al its 
fountain, It was a beautiful morning—not a 
cloud to obscure the rays of the sun—and the 
clear blue sky presented a scene too pure for 
deeds of darkness. But the lonely sheet of 
water, on which, side by side we lay, pre- 
sented that hopeless prospect which ts more 
ably described by another. 

** No tnend, no refuge near: 

Ah, all is false and treacherous around; 

All that they touch, or taste, or breathe, is 
Death.” 

We lad searcely passed the last pissing 
look at each other, when the work of deati 
commenced, 

They seized Captain Hilton by the hair— 
bent his bead and shoulders over the gun- 
wale, and L could distinctly hear them chop. 
ping the bone of hisneck. They then wrung 
his neck, separated the head trom the body 
by a slight draw of the sword, and let it drop 
into the water--there was a dying shnek—a 
convulsive struge le- and atl 1 could discern 
was the arm dangling. over the srice of the ca- 
noe, and the rayyed stump pouring out the 
blood like a torrent. 

ihere was an iuploring look in the inno- 
cent and youthful face of Mr. Merry, that 
would have appealed to the heart of an} one 
but a pirate. Ashe arose on his knees, in 
the posture of a penitent, supplicating for 
mercy, even on the verge of eternity—he 
was prostrated with the blow of the cutlass, 
his bowels gpusned.ont of the wound. ‘1 hey 
then pierced him througa the breast in seve- 
rai places with a long knife, and cut his 
throat from ear to ear, 

The Captain’s dog, repulsed in his repeat- 
ed attempts to rescue his master, sat whimog 
beside his lifeless body, looking up to these 
blood hounds in human shape, as if to tell 
them, that even bratal cruelty would be glut- 
ted with the blood of two tnnecent, unoftend- 
ing victims.

lv as to stun me, and glanced off my left 
shoulder, taking the skin and some Aesh in 
its way, and divided my pinion cord on the 
arm. i was so severcly stunned that 1 did 
not leap from the canoe, but pitened over the 
left side, and was just arising from the water, 
not my length from her, as a Pirate threw his 
knife which struck me, but did not retard my 
fliyht an instant; and | leaped forward through 
the water, expecting a blow from behind at 
every step. 

‘the shrieks of the dying had ceased—the 
scene of horrid butchery in the canoe was 
now over—Manucl and I were in the water 
about knee deep-—two of the Pirates after 
me, and all the rest, with the fishermen, ex-
